Soldiers 9 Letters 


Canadian Legion: On behalf of 
Leonard Hoyle and myself I am 
taking this opportunity of drop¬ 
ping you a line to inform you 
that we are both well and happy. 
Hoping we find all of you the 
same. 

Perhaps I should disclose some 
information on the type of coun¬ 
try we’re in. To begin with there 
is plenty of sand, heat, flies and 
mosquitoes. The sand gets in 
your tea and food, the heat often 
times soars up to a mere 130 
degrees in the sun, the flies ir¬ 
ritate one trying to sleep during 
the day. The mosquitoes are our 
most dangerous enemy, being car¬ 
riers of Malarial fever, so that 
we take extra precautions against 
it, i.e. the mosquito net at night 
and anti-mosquito ointment rub¬ 
bed well on the exposed parts of 
the body in the evening and morn¬ 
ing. We also take mephicrine. tab¬ 
lets—all in all we are pretty safe. 

We have good entertainment, 
the Y.M.C.A. sponsors movies, 
talent concerts and bingo games. 

There is an abundance of fruit 
watermelon, grapes, plums, can¬ 
taloupe, oranges and lemons, so 
we have plepty of variety in our 
meals. We ^ also have plenty of 
wines, all of them being local 
beverages. Hoping we will hear 
from you, we’ll write often.. 
Cheerio, best regards to all— 
Leonard Hoyle and Herman 
Hirsch. 

Canadian Legion: Just a few 
lines to inform you we are still 
fine and in good health. At the 
present time am in the signals. 
Besides myself there is Lawrence 
Jankulak, Leonard Hoyle and 
Eddie Smith, of Bellevue. They 
all send their best regards and 
are in good health and we hope 
to be home soon. 

The boys did a wonderful job 
over here and they were all happy 
to get into action. At present we 
are just resting up and rarin’ to 
go again. 

The Sicilian people are very 
co-operative and were happy to 
see us. There is all kinds of fruit 
here such as grapes, watermelon, 
figs and almonds, etc. 

Well I must bid you all cheerio 
and hope to hear from you soon, 
so the very beet to everyone in 
Coleman, we will be looking for¬ 


ward to seeing you all soon— 
Herman Hirsch. 

FOSS PRAISES RED CROSS 

Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Boulton re¬ 
ceded a letter from their son 
Foss, now a prisoner of war in 
Germany. In it he gives great 
praise to the Red Cross. A por¬ 
tion of his letter follows: 

“I am feeling quite well, my 
wounds are healing rapidly. I was 
shot down near Amiens on May 
13, and have been hospitalized 
since. I cannot speak too highly 
of the German doctors and medi¬ 
cal care. The Red Cross also has 
been a Godsend. I was wounded 
by explosive 20 mm. cannon 
shells on the legs slightly, left 
arm, back and head. I was indeed 
lucky to come out alive but as I 
always said those born to be 
hanged will never drown. I have 
lots to read and the sun, air and 
good food is building me up 
quickly. 

Following is a letter received 
from Leonard Hoyle by his par¬ 
ents, Mr. and Mrs.D. Hoyle: 

^uly 15 (1 think). 

Dear Folks: 

Well I guess you should have re¬ 
ceived my last letter from Eng¬ 
land by now. 

This country (somewhere in 
North Africa) is beyond my powers 
of description. The natives dress 
in rags and each and every rag is 
a challenge to the forces of grav¬ 
ity. Few wear shoes and none wear 
stockings. Their feet are about the 
size of tennis racquets, if nature 
has been kind enough to leave them 
with two complete feet. Generally 
she hasn’t. Some have a toe or two 
eaten away and some have one 
missing and eaten away right to 
the instep. Open sores cover them 
almost completely from head to 
their mis-shapen feet. 

I have been unfortunate enough 
to have seen three lepers. God, is 
nature cruel! 

They are crooked (the natives) 
from birth. They will buy or steal 
(preferably Steal) anything at all 
—short-change you as a matter of 
course and probably palm off a 
franc note that is of the Bank of 
France and therefore like Hitler. 

They do not consider a “tipper” 
generous, but merely stupid and 
would probably have more inspect 
for you if you robbed them. 

The French are a little better 
dress, however, and some actually 
wash.

Miners Vote 
Heavily In Favor 
Of Strike Action 

Approximately 9,000 miners em¬ 
ployed in practically all the coal 
mines in Alberta and British Co- 
umbia voted on Tuesday on wheth¬ 
er they will go out on strike. 

. The strike vote was called by 
District 18, United Mine Workers 
of America, with headquarters in 
Calgary. The result will be known 
later this week. 

The ballot reads: “Are you in 
favor of taking strike action to 
enforce the demands and policies 
of the convention (District 18, 
United Mine Workers of America) 
on wage increases?” 

Demands of the convention, held 
in August, were as follows: 

1. An increase of pay of $2 daily 
for all employees and time and a 
half and rate and a half for the 
sixth day of the week. 

2. Two weeks’ holidays with pay 
for employees who have served one 
year with the coal company. 

Pass Vote 

Miners in the Crows’ Nest Pass 
are voting overwhelmingly in fav¬ 
or of the strike vote. In Coleman 
the figures were yes, 684; no, 30; 
spoiled ballots, 3; Blairmore: yes, 
445 ; no, 18; Bellevue-Hillcrest: 
yes, 498; no, 31; spoiled ballots, 2. 

Due to the widespread vote in 
Alberta and British Columbia it 
Will take a day or two before of¬ 
ficial figures are released. Present 
indications, however, from the Pass 
and Drumheller fields point to a 
heavy strike vote.

The band’s early association with 
things Indian has continued to the 
present time, for the leopard skin 
worn by the bass drummer comes 
from a leopard shot in that country 
by a missionary friend of the band. 
He had the hide cured, and shipped it 
to Fort William this spring. 

Concluding a week-long tour which 
had taken them to M.D. 10 training 
centres at Brandon, Shilo Camp and 
Portage la Prairie, the girls appeared 
at the 103rd Basic Training Centre 
at Fort Garry, Winnipeg suburb, on 
September 2nd, and the Orpheum 
Theatre for down town troops on 
September 3rd. 

Entirely self-sustaining, the band 
last summer toured the central 
United States with Gracie Fields. 
Ages of the band members range 
from 13 to 19 years. In charge of the 
girl" pipers are Mrs. P. MacGregor 
and Mrs. R. McGowan, both members 
of the band's auxiliary, and Mr. C. 
Dykes, band president. i

An Italian prisoner of war who 
dived into a river to rescue two 
youths thrown from a canoe has 
been presented with the certificate 
of the Royal Humane Society by the 
lord mayor of Cambridge, England. 


As early as November 10th, 1941, 
the 1,000th freight car built by the 
Southern Railway Company in 
Great Britain to carry supplies to 
Russia through Persia was sent on 
its way. Working all day and night, 
men and women finished the work in 
ten weeks, with the co-operation of 
other railway companies which help¬ 
ed with materials. In peacetime, 
the same output would be scheduled 
for twelve-months’ work.

Danger Ahead 

Approximately 9,000 miners of District 18, U. M. 

W. A., voted overwhelmingly this week in favor of 
taking strike action to enforce the demands and 
policies of the District 18 convention\eld in August 
and which demanded an increase of $2 daily for all 
employees and time and a half on the sixth day of 
the week. Also two weeks holidays with pay for all 
employees having served at least one year with the 
coal company. 

There is little doubt that the government is vitally 
concerned in this vote. Coal production has been of¬ 
ficially listed as a national emergency. The govern¬ 
ment cannot allow a coal strike during war time and 
especially when coal production cannot meet the 
country’s demand. Inflation haunts government of¬ 
ficials, who see the pressure become stronger and 
stronger and which daily threatens to blow the roof 
off the price and wage ceilings. Common sense must 
prevail at the conference table between the govern¬ 
ment and miners’ representatives. If inflation is al¬ 
lowed to rear its ugly head, God knows what the fu¬ 
ture will hold.

We were privileged to attend a War Loan conven¬ 
tion last week and hear a few exceptionally good 
speakers on the subject of Victory Loans. What im¬ 
pressed us most, however, was the organization’s 
set-up. Every phase of the loan was discussed. No de¬ 
tail was too small. Unit organizers from all over Al¬ 
berta were present. Their reports were brief and to 
the point. Their experiences and suggestions were 
recorded and are available to any unit desiring to 
use them. .Nothing was overlooked. Failure to 
achieve their quotas never entered their minds. They 
thought of nothing hut methods to ensure success.

Mail Christmas 
Parcels Overseas 
By Nov. 1 

Christmas' boxes will have a 
much longer distance to travel, en- 
taling more handling and reship- 
men't to reach many menjbers of 
Canada’s fighting services this 
year. To enable ail the Dominion’s 
men and women overseas to receive 
their gifts from home in time for 
Christmas Day, the postmaster- 
general calls on the public to mail 
early for Christmas overseas—not 
later than Nov. 1. 

The public are cautioned to lose 
no time, but mail early for Christ¬ 
mas overseas—now and during Oc¬ 
tober—the earlier the better to ; en¬ 
sure the timely arrival of the anx- 
'iously awaited gift. The more dis¬ 
tant our forces may be from Can¬ 
ada, the earlier their Christmas 
mail should be sent. 

it is also suggested 'that to help 
facilitate the provision of shipping 
space for the overseas Christmas 
mails to the Canadian forces that 
each should voluntarily cut down 
as far as possible on the weight 
and size of each Christmas pack¬ 
age, nothwithstanding the fact that 
the maximum weight of a parcel 
at a reduced rate is set at eleven 
pounds. 

Address all mails in ink, fully, 
clearly and without misleading ab¬ 
breviations. Be sure to place return 
address on cover, also include a 
slip in the parcel bearing the send¬ 
er’s address as well as address of 
parcel. Prepay all mail correctly. 

Parcels should be packed com¬ 
pactly enough to resist the pres¬ 
sure of other mails in the sack and 
the handling in 'transit—each arti¬ 
cle in the parcel firmly secured. 
Use strong corrugated containers, 
not light cardboard boxes, wrap in 
several layers of thick wrapping 
paper, and tie securely with strong 
cord. No not use fancy Christmas 
tissue paper for wrapping, or col¬ 
ored ribbons to tie. Parcels may be 
sewn in strong cotton or similar 
fabric. 

Jams, syrups and any other sub¬ 
stances likely to leak and spread, 
if sent at all, must be enclosed in 
sealed containers, not glass bot¬ 
tles, surrounded with absorbent 
material in corrugated cardboard, 
and securely wrapped and tied. A 
completed Customs Declaration 
form should, be affixed to every 
parcel. Apples, grapes, etc., or any 
article likely to spoil or become 
damaged, or to injure postal per¬ 
sonnel, or the mails, are not ac¬ 
ceptable. The mailing of matches, 
safety matches and lighter fluid or 
any other inflammable substance is 
strictly prohibited by law. 

Citizens, by refraining from 
writing to our forces overseas that 
gifts are being sent, until actually 
mailed, can save much disappoint¬ 
ment. Do not disappoint our men 
by mailing their gifts too late for 
Christmas delivery.

1 have met quite a few English 
soldiers here (“resting” after the 
defeat of the Africa Corps) and 
they are dam nice fellows. Fed up 
and home-sick, of course, but 
pleasant birds for soldiers. 

We are under canvas as per us¬ 
ual and both ends must be left , 
open. The Sgt.-Major closed one 
end of his the other night and the 
sand piled up over him so high 
that for three days you could hard¬ 
ly hear him over the roar of the 
near-by Mediterranean Ocean (two 
t’s or two r’s?). The Ocean is cer¬ 
tainly blue and warm and it is cer¬ 
tainly a luxury to go down and 
fight the breakers. One minute you 
are twenty feet out of your depth 
and the next one is parked on one’s 
bare bottom on the hot beach-sands. 

We are eating quite well, as 
everything comes out of cans and 
the cooks can’t spoil it. Sand sinks 
to the bottom of one’s tea so that 
is likewise o.k. Surprising how hot 
tea cools one, isn’t it? If you ship 
ever comes in it would be swell to 
receive a tin of grapefruit juice or 
tomato juice. Lack of pure water is 
a considerable problem. Therefore, 
if you send anything like a Buick 
or library over be sure it was 
packed during a rain storm. 

All in all the place and country 
is o.k. I came here without a franc 
in my pocket—now I have a franc 
in my pocket, and so on. 

Now casting back a bit. The trip 
over here was 100%. Ocean quite 
calm and weather perfect. The 
ship, I believe, was originally a 
Greek vessel of some fair size. 1 
saw the Queen Mary at anchor in 
X and she certainly is a honey. 1 
was vaccinated again while en 
route, and our money was submit¬ 
ted for exchange, which is at the 
present rate of 200 francs to a 
pound, and for Peg’s sake, about 
44 francs make a dollar, if I had 
a dollar. 

They also began to give us ma¬ 
laria pills every other day or so. 

We saw at intervals porpoises 
leaping and jumping alongside the 
ship. The young one swims within 
six inches of the parent, just as 
though it were bolted there. Are 
they mammals, by the way? 

Well, more of this in a less mor¬ 
bid strain next time.

DESSERTS 

You may use the dessert course to include some of the protective foods 
especially milk, fruit, eggs and whole graiin cereals. These are important 
sources of minerals, vitamins and flavour as well as energy. 

If your main part of the meal is light such as soup, salad or sandwich 
then you should serve a substantial dessert. This group includes batter 
puddings with sauce, pastries, preserves and cake, waffles, rich frozen des¬ 
serts. You can use this basic recipe for biscuit dough. 

2 cups flour 1 tbsp. sugar 4 tbsp. fat 

4 tsp. baking powder V 2 tsp. salt % cup milk or water 

Mix, sift dry ingredients. Cut in fat. Add liquid gradually to make a soft 
dough. Knead 30 seconds on floured board and pat to %” thickness. You 
may use whole wheat flour or Vz graham and Vz white flour. 

To make a fruit roly poly spread the above with jam or preserved fruit, 
mince meat and roll up. Bake in moderate oven. You may also use this 
recipe for fresh fruit short cake by baking the biscuits first then adding 
the fruit. 

Next you have the medium desserts, which include cheese and crackers, 
cornstarch, tapioca, sago and rice puddings, simple frozen desserts, simple 
fruit puddings. These desserts may follow luncheon or supper meals. 
When you use cornstarch, flour or cocoa you must be sure the individual 
particles are separated from each other before heat is applied, otherwise 
the thickened sauce will be lumpy. A basic recipe for cornstarch pudding 
includes 

Wz cups milk 
2-3 tbsp. cornstarch

"As I understand it, the basic 
principle of the proposals for re¬ 
construction rest upon the conviction 
that the real wealth of a nation is 
its people,” he continued. "Surely 
the best 'method of conserving and 
developing this most valuable of our 
resources is the education of youth.” 

"This will involve the expenditure 
of money, but in a democratic society, 
the final control and direction of pub¬ 
lic spending is a reflectoin of what 
the people count as valuable.” 

R. S. Lambert, educational ad¬ 
viser of the Canadian Broadcasting! 
Corporation, asked the approval of j 
the convention of a plan for the 
setting up of a national advisory | 
council on school broadcasting: ^ The 
council, he said, would consist of 14 
I members: one for each province ex¬ 
cept Quebec (which would have two 

one French and one English), 'one 
for the Confederation of Canadian 
I Universities, one for the Canadian 
, Teachers’ Federation, and one for the 
National Federation of Home and 
j School. In addtiion, the CBC would 
nominate a distinguished educationist 
' as chairman. 

After discussion, the suggestion 
was approved by the delegates, with 
the amendment that the number be 
raised to 16, adding a French-speak¬ 
ing representative of the university 
group and a second representing the 
Parents’ Association. 

“There is no need to elaborate on 
the future importance of school 
broadcasting in Canada,” Mr. Lam¬ 
bert said.

LONDON. — Today, four years 
after Hitler conquered Poland, Ger¬ 
man soldiers still are fiot allowed to 
walk the streets of Warsaw alone. 

After four years of persecutions 
and cruelty the gestapo still carries 
on mass murder, mass deportations 
and mass arrests. But the Germans 
still are afraid of hunger-stricken 
Poland. 

The story of what life is like in 
Warsaw has been brought here by a 
formerly well-to-do Pole who es¬ 
caped to join the Polish army here 
as an officer. 

He said those who knew Warsaw; 
in pre-war days would not recognize 
the well-known streets in the shape- J 
less ruins stretching for miles, the! 
people tired-looking, dressed in rags, J 
with pale sickly faces and nervous! 
furtive movements. 

Warsaw awakes at 6 a.m. when 
the peasant carts begin clattering on 
the cobbled streets of the suburbs, 
bringing vegetables for Germans 
only. Poles cannot buy vegetables or 
fruit. All they have is what they can 
grow in the narrow strips of soil 
along the city pavements which 
once were parkways. 

By 8 o’clock the streets are 
crowded with people going to work, 
starting a hunt for the means to 
live, or simply those who have no 
homes. 

Unlike the occupied countries of 
Holland, Belgium and France, Poles 
get no clothing coupons. People go 
on wearing their pre-war clothing. 
Production of leather shoes is for¬ 
bidden and the streets echo with the 
clatter of wooden shoes. 


LONDON. — A majority of the] 
exiled governments in London are
